Arndt slept in the cell again last night 
and there he will stay until Tuesday, 
when an inquest will be held over Miss 
Bloom's body. What happens to the 


bereft fiancé after that depemis upon | 


what is developed at the inquest.

ASSASSIN FIRES 
ON DR. CARMAN 


Bailey Was Killed At- 
tacked on Street, 


SHOTS HIT HIS’ AUTO. 


Freeport, lL. I., July 5.—{ Special. ]—As 
| Dr. Edwin Carman, in whose office Mrs. 


| Louise Bailey was shot by a mysterious 


somebody, was riding in his automobile 
on Centennial avenue at 10 o’clock to- 
night accompanied by Garland Gaden, 
a Manhattan actor, a man on a bicycle 
fired three shots at him, with the un- 
doubted design, the physician says, of 
taking his life. 

Dr. Carman reported the attack upon 
him at the Freeport police station at 11 
o'clock. Mr. Gaden was with him and 
confirmed every detail of his story. 


Thinks He’s Marked Man. 
The physician was greatly agitated and 
said repeatedly: 
“I am cunvinced that somebody is try- 
ing to get me.”’ 
Two of the three shots struck the closed 


body of the physician's car, showing that | 
the alm was fairly good. At least two of | 


the shots were fired at a distance of 
twenty or thirty feet. ‘ 
The fact the would-be assassin rodea 
bicycle is considered as very significant, 
as early on the morning after the murder 
of Mrs. Bailey bloodhounds took up ea 
trail from under the window through 
which the shot was fired that killed the 
woman and followed the track of a bi- 
cycle rider all the way to Lynbrook. 


Shots Fired in Dark, 

Dr. Carmin said it was so dark and the 
action tock place in such a short space of 
tin.e that he was unable to get a good 
look at his would-be assassin and there- 
fore was rot able to give a description 
of him. 

Barlier in the day evidence was found 
which, it was said, was sufficient to war- 
rant the arrest of a woman for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Bailey, according to Sherif 
Stephen P. Pettit of Nassau county. 

The sheriff refused tonight to disclose 
the exect nature of this evidence. He 
announced that the woman positively 
would be taken into custody before the 
end of the week, possibly at the close of 
the coroner’s inquest, which is to be re- 
sumed tomorrow morning. The sheriff 
added that the important evidence would 
not be offered at the inquest. 

Detectives working on the case dec'ared 
tonight that one of their number lad dia- 
covered a clew which led nim to belleve 
that the murder of Mrs. Bailey was the 
result of a conspiracy Which was hatched 
by three women living ine nearby village. 

Authorities Are Dubious. 

This clew was discredited by the coun- 
ty authorities, however, when it was 
brought to their attention. The women, 
the detectives stated, were trying to 
kill the doctor and shot Mrs. Bailey by 
mistake. Despite the disbelief they ex- 
pressed, the authorities In charge of the 
investigation declared that the clew 
would be run down. Detectives are 
known to be watching the women. Sherif 
Pettit refused to say whether it was one 
of these women he mentioned in his state- 
ment. 

The Carman house was guarded heavily 
again tonight to prevent any one “ plant- 


ing " evidence against the doctor.

Washington, D. C., July 5.—{Special.]— 
Before the end of this week the 1914 con- 
gressional campaign will be in full swing 
throughout the country. Senators and 
representatives who find they will have to 
fight for re#lection are preparing to toss 
their Washington duties to the winds and 
to get out among the folks back home. 

For an “off year” the campaign bids 
fair to prove uiusually exciting. Not only 
will the contest take place in the shadow 
of the 1916 campaign for the presidency, 
but in half a dozen states it will be a 
dramatic struggle between the hew pro- 
gressive forces of politics seeking to main- 
taln their ascendancy and the @id reac- 
tionary forces ambitious to “ come back.” 

The political advisers of the president, 
chief of whom is Postmaster General! 
Burleson, are confident that thé Wilson 
administratior will receive an enthusi- 
astic indorsement. They believé that by 
November a bountifu. crop will have 
started a business boom to cause every 
one to forget the “‘ psychological”’ finan- 
cial depression. Dissatisfaction with the 
Democratic tariff, they think, will show 
itself only in spots. 


Rivals Hold Similar Views. 

That the Republicans and Progressives 
regard the prospect in much the same 
light as do these Democratic leaders is 
evident from what they say—mnot for pub- 
lication. The Republican and Progres- 
sive leaders will tell you that, were the 
election to be held tomorrow, the defeat 
of the Democrats would be a cértainty. 
But, they sigh, the election is not tomor- 
row, and before November it is likely the 
political pendulum will sawing back 
toward Democratic success. 

There are few Republican leaders who 
really. believe there is a chance of win- 
ning control of the house from the Dem- 
ocrats unless the crop should not meet 
expectations, the business aituation 
should become much worse, ofr some 
scandal or other political catastrophe 
should descend upon the administration. 

The most the Republicans hope to do 
in this respect, barring such cofitingen- 
cies, is to reduce the Democratic ma jority 
in the house to a point that would be pro- 
ductive of Democratic insurgency in the 
next congress. The Democratic leaders 
admit that their majority, now 144, will 
be lessened considerably. 


Democrats Expect Senate Gain. 

In the senate the Democrats eXpect to 
gain a few seats, and the opposition ad- 
mits that this is likely unless it proves 
possible to fuse the Republican and Pro- 
gressive forces in a number of states. 

Men who already are figuring as possi- 
bilities for presidential nominations in 
1916 will be conspicuous in the céngress- 
ional campaign. Col. Roosevelt already is 
conducting his 1916 campaign andia num- 
ber of Republicans are following’ his ex- 
ample. The Progressives expect that the 
colonel will emerge from this campaign 
the only figure on the political horizon of 
Republicans and Progressives alike and 
that he will be assured of nomination by 
the Republican as well as the Progressive 
convention in 1916. 

But there are leaders in the Republican 
party who are forging to a position in 
which they can dispute with Col. Roose- 
velt the honor of at least the Republican 
nomination. Those who stand out in 
boldest relief are Senators Cummins of 
Iowa and Borah of Idaho. Friends of 
Representative Mann, the Republican 
leader of the house, have endeavored to 
start.a boom for him, but do not appear to 
be making much progress in the Repub- 
lican camp. 


Anti-Trust Legislation Issue. 

Senators Cummins and Borah afe in the 
forefront of the battle over anti-trust leg- 
islation in the senate. Both are enun- 
ciating principles of the problem of deal- 
ing with the trusts that are destined to be 
issues in the 1916 campaign. -Senator 
Cummins is fighting for the creation of a 
powerful trade commission, authorized to 
eradicate the evils of monopoly by the 
regulation method. Heand Col. Roosevelt

stand on practically the same ground on 
this question. 

The indications are that the Iowa sena- 
tor will succeed in forcing upon the Demo- 
crats several of his amendments propos- 
ing to strengthen the trade commission. 
The bill as it stands is in large part the 
product of his efforts to put through anti- 
trust legislation in the last three years. 

When the battle is over it is not unlikely 
that the progressive Republicans will be 
able to claim that Cummins has actually 
accomplished all that Roosevelt has pro- 
posed. 

Senator Borah is taking a more con- 
servative stand. He is opposing a trade 
commission on the ground that there is 
sufficient existing law to curb monopolies 
if it were enforced and that the commis- 
sion would open the way to control of 
the nation’s business by the trusts. The 
conservative Republicans are following 
the lead of Borah; the progressive Repub- 
licans that of Cummins. 

Senator La Follette is an unknown 
quantity. He is not taking a prominent 
part in consideration of the anti-trust 
bills and whether he becomes a 1916 presi- 
dential possibility depends upon future 
developments.

Asserts Recent Elections Indi- 
eate Drift Against the 
Democrats.

Washington, D. C., July 5.—[Special.]— 
The drift of public sentiment is against 
the Democratic party and Republicans 
will win the house in the November elec- 
tion, acording to the Republican congres- 
sional committee. 

Official figures of recent elections, pri- 
maries and registrations in different sec- 
tions of the country, made public today 
by the committee, show Republican gains 
and corresponding Democratic and Pro- 
gressive losses. The committee makes this 
statement: 

“A careful analysis of these figures 
shows unmistakably the trend of political 
sentiment from Maine to California. The 
swing back to Republican victory is on. 


Says Figures Denote Change. 
“The figures show that the condition 


that resulted in the election of Wilson 
is wiped out and that the readjustment 
has been favorable to the Republican 


party in every instance. The total vote 


in primaries and congressional elections | 


was, in most cases, less than that in the 
presidential election two years ago, but 
even in these instances the Republicans 
gained. 


“In the Seventh district of New Jersey 
the total vote in the congressional elec- 
tion fell away 40 per cent, yet the Re- 
publican gain was 98 per cent over 112. 

“In the Second district of Iowa the de- 
crease in the total vote, compared with 
1912, was 38 per cent, yet the Republican 
gain was 2T per cent. 


Big Gain in Pennsylvania. 
“In the senatoria! primary in Pennsy!l- 


vania the total vote was 40 per cent less | 
than the total vote in the presidential | 


election two years ago, but the Repub- 
lican gain was 21 per cent. 

“One of the most significant of the 
returns is that of the Minnesota election 
for governor, in which the Republican 
gain was 203 per cent, in spite of the fact 
that the total vote was 27 per cent less 
than the vote for president in 1012.”

Union to Gather Data from 
Striking I, C. Men. 


AID FOR U. 8S. INQUIRY. 


Will Show Workers’ Distress as 
Walkout ‘Result. 


The railways employés department of 
the American Fedéfation of Labor has 
started out to gather data for the greatest 
hard luck story ever written Sordid 
chapters from t.¢ lives of 35,000 men will 
be gathered. The whole when compiled 
will tell the story of the hardships, the 
sufferings, the poverty and sickneas of the 
union shop men threwn out of work thir- 
ty-three months ago when labor difficul- 
ties arose betweéh them and the Illinois 
Central railroad and the Harriman lines. 

When completed it probably will be the 
greatest sociological canvass ever made. 
The vast amount of information and evi- 
dence is being collected by Attorney 
Frank Comerford and will be presented 
in an investigation of the two railroad 
systéms before thé United States conimis- 
sion on industria) relations in Chicago 
next month, 


Start the Work Today. 

Sixty thousand question sheets will be 
circulated today by a corps of twenty in- 
ternational officeté of the Mor orgénisa- 
tion, who will endeavor te locate every 
one of the shop employés now living. 
Many of them have wandered all over the 
country and have sought work in half & 
hundred different occupations. 

The investigators will cover the entire 
25,000 milés of railrond of the two sys 
tems and thousahds of thé dirculars will 
be distributed through local railroad 
unions in all parta of the country.

Some of the quéstions Which each man 
is asked to anawer are: 

Since the etrike, have you lost your 
home because you could not make the 
payments? 

Were you compelled to take any of your 
children out of scheel and send them to 
work?

Have you had sickness in your family 
since the strike directly or indirectly 
caused by poverty? 

Do you Know of any striker or member 
of his family who committed suicide be- 
cause of the poverty inte which he was 
forced by the strike? 


Tell Their Life Stories. 

There are fifty-two questions in all, and 
upon the back of the circular is a space 
where each man is asked to tell the story 
of his life since the strike and the vicis- 
situdes through which he has passed. 

It will show how many homes have been 
broken up, how many families separated, 
how many men made tramps, how many 
have been forced to seek charity, lack of 
nourishment and absence of medicine, 
the number of deaths due to reduced 
standards of Mving, and the number of 
suicides. 

Other investigators will gather evidence 
tending to show instances where the roads 
on account of labor difficulties were un- 
able to repair their rolling stock and 
equipment with the result that shippers, 
farmers, and coal mine operators suf- 
fered great losses because they could not 
gct cars,

Deaths end injuries cause¢ by fireworks 
in this year’s two day celebration of In- 
dependence day show a decrease not only 
from the figures of last year’s three day 
celebration, but m decrease from the one 
day celebration of 1912. The figures for 
July 4 and 5 of this year are twelve dead 
and 879 injured. 

This total of deaths for 1914 doubtless 
will be somewkat larger when the Ameri- 
can Medical association reports its figures 
received from doctors and hospitals, 
which include deaths from lockjaw .oc- 
curring sometimes a month efter the in- 
jury is received, 


Fire Losses Much Smaller. 

Fire losses are not a tenth of what they 
were a few years ago. 

In percentages the injuries caused by 
firearms and toy pistols do not show any 
decrease es compared with recent years, 
showing the necessity for etricter en- 
forcement of municipal regulations cov- 
ering these instruments of death. 

Seven of the twelve deaths’ recorded 
were caused by fireworks, two by Gre- 
arms, one by gunpowder, one by torpedo, 
and one by a runaway due to the explosion 
of fireworks.

AN “INSIDIOUS” ACT? 


Senate Body Will Hear Har- 
vester Man Make De- 
fense Today.

Washington, D. C., July 5.~[Special, ]— 
Thomas D. Jones of Chicago, who is in 
Washington to defend before a senate 
committee his qualifications for member- 
ship of the federal reserve board, is the 
guest of President Wilson at the White 
House. 

Mr. Jones will appear before the sen- 
ate banking committee tomorrow to de- 
fend himself against attacks on his ap- 
pointment. To such a point has the op- 


Mr. Jones is the guest of the president 
while under the summons of the commit- 
tee may become a subject of open ad- 
verse criticism. 


Opposition Senators Angry. 
Democratic senators opposed to Mr. 


Jones expressed astonishment tonight 
when they learned that he was a guest 
at the White House. They strongly in- 
timated that this evidence of intimacy 
between the president and Mr. Jones 
might be used to influence senators to fa- 
vor confirmation of the appointment. 
Friends of Mr. Jones characterized this 
objection as silly and a sample of the hyp- 
ocritical opposition which resulted in the 
summoning of the Chicago man to Wash- 
ington. They pointed out that the presi- 
dent and Mr. Jones were classmates and 
have been lifelong friends, and that in in- 
viting Mr. Jones to stay at. the White 
House the president is merely reciprocat- 


Arndt, who is 20 and an employé of the 
Winterson Seed company, 166 North Wa- | 
bash avenue, was introduced to the tele- 
phone girl last January.

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WORTHLESS DISINFECTANTS. 

The manufacture and sale of disinfectants pre- 
sents a most fertile field for fraud in the United 
States, according to Dr. J. T. Ainslie Walker of 
New York, who for the last eighteen months has 
carried on a nation-wide campaign for disinfectant 
legislation. There jis a huge trade in the United 
States in disinfectants which do not disinfect, Dr. 


Walker charges. “At present,” he adds, “there ia 
nothing to prevent! dirty water being bottled and 
sold as disinfectant ‘in torty-seven states.” Legisla- 
tion adequately safeguarding the public from false 
disinfectants is at present to be found in only one 
state—Maryland. 

Surveying .this field in the United States, Dr. 
Walker finds that 25 per cent of disinfectants now 
sold are “utterly worthless.” Many others are “ of 
slight value, while some of the most widely sold dis- 
infectants are among those which will not kill germs.” 
Huge fortunes, saya) Dr. Walker, have been built up 
“from the sale of stuff which the buyers relied upon 
as powerful disinfectants and which, in fact, were 
of no value.” ; 3 : 

What worries this expert most, however, is not 
the fraudulent fortunes which ‘he manufacturers of 
fake disinfectantg have made, but the fact that 
“thousands of lives are sacrificed every year in 
New York and elsewhere because of the general 
lack of legal regulation of the :canufacture and sale 
of disinfectants.” 

The investigator charges that not only do certain 
manufacturers bunkpd the general public, but even 
physicians are cauglit in the net of these fakers. A 
physician recommending a disinfectant does not 
stop to test the gertnicidal value of the article rec- 
ommended. He takes the manufacturer’s word that 
the disinfectant will do the work it is intended for. 
Imagine what damage is done by an alleged disin- 
fectant which has “ino more germicidal value than 
| dirty water” when a doctor prescribes it for use 
|in a family where there is a case of typhoid, says 
| the investigator. People think they are disinfecting! 
the house and immijnizing themselves when, as a 
matter of fact, the stuff they used is worthless. 

On the basis of the disclosures by Dr. Walker a 
bill has now been drawn up-and 5 ill be presented 
to the legislature of| New York which, if enacted, 
will put a curb upon the manufacture of worthless 
disinfectants in that state. Illinois and the rest of 
the country will do well to give the subject of fake 
disinfectants attention. Of all forms of graft and

To keep the hands clean is desfrable: to be afrnid 
of dirty hands is proper. Yet the fear of Wirt on 
the hands is sometimes so commanding as to be a 
phobia; and it may even be so excessive as to con- 
stitute an insane obsession.

The scope of the hydrographic expedition led 
by J. Foster Stackhouse, which leaves England in 
the Discovery nex! December, has been consider- 
ably widened. Originally it was intended to sai] 
straight to the Antarctic and back In about two 
years, but it was urged that, with so many 
officers fully equipped for hydrographical work 
and scientists aboard it was a pity to miss the 
opportunity of investigating the problems of the 
seas traversed. 

Dotted about all over the ocean are islands, 
rocks, and shoals, marked on the chayts*™ posi- 
tion doubtful,” and it was felt that in\clearing 
up the doubts about them invaluabie work would 
be done. So it was determined that the vessel 
should set out for a six or seven years’ voyage, 
and on the way out and home zig-zag about in 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, carefully investi- 
gating the position of these danger sp )ts, more 
particularly «n the trade routes.

The fourth 
earl was Queen Anne's lord high admiral 
of Scotland and one of the commission- 
ers for concluding the treaty of union be- 
tween that kingdom and England, It was 
the seventh earl who assumed the nane 
of Charteris in compliance with the will 
of his mother, who wasthe only daughter 
and heiress of Col. Francis Charter's, 
and it has alwara seemed a pity that his 
descendants should have retained ihe 
name of Charteris instead of reverting 
to their fine old patronymic of Wemyss,

Lord Wemyss succeeds to the posses- 
sion of a number of country seats, includ- 
ing Elcho castle in Perthshite. Wemyss 
castle, the ancestral home of the family, 
however. is in the possession of young 
ichael John Wemyss, .an officer of the 
Blues. The reason for the castle belong- 
ing to him, instead of to his distant cousin, 
Lord Wemyss, is owing to the fact that 
the eldest son of the fifth earl sided with 
the Stuarts In the Jacobite rebellion and 
was in conseauence thereof attainted by 
parliament, while the estates, instead of 
being confiscated to the crown, were 
transferred to his third brother, James, 
member of parliament for Sutherland, 
who had espoused the Hanoverian cauge.

June 2V inclosing check for a contribution 
by Lee Hesa of the Calumet Grocery com- 
pany of Chicago for the relief of the Salem 
sufferers is duly received. I wish to ex- 
press my thanks for the same. 

The bad features of our calamity are 
that a great many persons have lost 
everything they possessed and a large 
number of them have no insurance. The 
Naumkeag Cotton mills, the largest in- 
dustry in the city, employing 3,000 per- 
pons, is entirely destroyed, and a number 
of the large shoe shops, tanneries, and 
machine shops also are gone. 

The burned district is nearly a mile te 
length. What we needismoney. Weare 
feeding and clothing people who are ip 
the camps ef refuge that have been es- 
tablished by the Massachusetts militia, 
and the system isrunning smoothly. But 
in a few days the militia will be with- 
drawn and it will then be up to the 
civilians of Salem to handle this prob- 
lem. 

Thousands of persons who before the 
fire were well to do and who are ina 
claes loath to ask ald are going at what- 
ever work they can do, many of them 
having lost all they had, and many are 
taking hold free of all recompense on 
the various committees of relief. I do 
not think I have ever seen such self- 
effacing heroiam as has been shown by 
the people of Salem since the fire.

The Chinaman is suspicious of the second 
hand training of the modernized Chinese 
doctor, and if he is moved to resort to 
foreign treatment he prefers © go direct 
to the foreign doctor. 

The commission, which is represented 
h.re by Dr. Harry Pratt Judeon, president 
of the University of Chicago, and Dr. 
Francis W. Peabody of Boston, has not 
gone far enough to commit itself to any 
(efinite plan, but its report undoubtedly 
wl be largely concerned with the prob- 
lem of making the foreign trained native 
doctor respected in China. 


U. 8. Offical Aids Commission. 

The United States department of state 
has temporarily det.ched Roger 8S. Greene 
from his consular post at Hankow to aid 
the commission as an interpreter and 
culide in its tour of investigation, 
and the Chinese government, both central 
and local, has furthered rather than im- 
peded the work of the commission.

Play- 
wright Dies in London. 


AUTHOR OF MANY DRAMAS. 


First Work Produced When Man- 
chester Barrister Was 24.

LONDON, July 5.—Sydney Grundy, the 
dramatic author, died here last —_ He 
was 66 years of age. 

Sydney Grundy was born in Manches- 
er, the son of Charies Sydney Grundy, 
during his lifetime alderman and mayor 
offthe big manufacturing city: He was 

@ucated at Owens college, Manchester, 
and studied for the bar, becoming a bar- 
rister in 1869. While he practiced in his 
native city until 1876, he early turned to 
dramatic work, and his first play, “A 
Little Change,” was produced in 1872, 
when he was but 24 years old. 

Later Mr. Grundy became one of the 
most prolific of British playwrights, pro- 
ducing a number of works between 1877, 
when his second piece of stage-writing 
was produced, unttl ““A Fearful Joy, 
came out in London in 1908. 

His more notable productions were 
“The Arabian Nights,” “ A Fool's Para- 
dise,”” “A Bunch of Violets,” “A Pair 

of Spectacies,”” an® “‘ Sowing the Wind.” 
The last named was a forerunner of the 
modern “frank” pley. Produced' in 1893, 
it was by many considered entirely too 
frank, although, compared with some 
modern dramatic works, it was the pink 
of propriety.

WOMEN’S POWER FELT. 


-Lack of Moral Influence in 


Schools Attacked. by Chi- 
cago Delegate.

St. Paul, Minn., July 5—[Special.]—Not 
for several years has the intense feeling 
in Nationa] Education association poli- 
tics been so marked as it is now at the 
convention here of the association.

LONDON, July 5.—Business has been 
very inactive on the stock markets, but 
the feeling is that a decided improve- 
ment is bound to come after the holi- 
days and there is every probability that 
the improvement will begin to be felt 
very s00n. 

Concerning home influences it is felt 
that the everta of the last week in the 
political worid show the Irish question 
will be amicably settled. This will lift 
a great cloud from the markets. 

Looking abroad the near approach of 
the French national funding loan of $160.- 
000,000 will be a powerful factor in the 
rejuvenation of the markets, as it re- 
leases @ great amount of French money 
and brings agair into view much of the 
yimmense sums hvarded in France for the 
last two years. 

The Brazilian situation is expected 
soon to be cleared by an agreement on 
the loan, while the crop prospects ev- 
erywhere are of the brightest. More- 
over the growing abundance and cheap- 
ness of money seems bound. before long 
to boost the stock markets all over the 
world, 


America Is Stumbling Block,

Paris Bourse Is Narrow. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, July 5.—The bourse last week 
was firm but sarrow and inactive. Bro- 
kers and speculators are striving to 
digest the first consequences of the 
introduction of the new taxes on trans- 
ferable securities, which means that 
confusion necessarily «xists, and this 
is added to by the laying of a 5 per cent 
duty on all foreign government bonds, 
these having hitherto been exempted 
from taxation. The latter measure alone 
will produce far reaching consequences. 

The issue of the new French loan on 
Tuesday is awaited with keen interest, 
and already large quantities of the old 
rentes are being sold in order to buy the 
new bonds at 34% per cent less the income 
tax of 4 per cent imposed on the new 
coupon. The loan is already reported to 
be covered fifteen times over. 

The sale of the 3 per cent rentes, how- 
ever, has not materially affected the 
price, which, 83 francs 55 centimes a week 
ago, closed yesterday at 83 francs 10 cen- 
times. A certain nervousness undoubted- 
ly seized some investors and these have 
withdrawn considerable funds, causing a 
steady run on the banks. Weaker banks 
are asking the momentary assistance of 
greater banks possessing Jarger financial 
resources. 

The persistent attacks made on the 
financial market from a certain quarter 


fare’ lkely to cease, because the men are

Two armed men beat the night ticket 
clerk in the North Western avenue sta- 
tion of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St.

Nelson protested he did not know the 
combination, whereupon both robbers 
struck him several times and then bourd 
him. One man stood outside the lava- 
tory and the other went to the office. 

A little later there was an explosion. 
The lights were extinguished and ina few 
minutes the guard left hurriedly. 

Nelson freed himself, jumped out of 
the lavatory window, and landed on the 
ground, twenty-five feet below. 

Nelson found a policeman who, with 
others, returned to the st~tion. 

The door of the shattered safe had been 
blown through the office door and the 
room was in disorder. 

The police searched the neighborhood 
for a trace of the robbers without suc-

A crusade against owners of small can- 
dy, cigar, and stationery stores who have 
been robbing school children of their 
pennies through various kinds of gam- 
bling. schemes has been started on the 
south side by the Englewood Law and 
Orderi. ne. 

Coincident with the campaign of’ the 
Citizens’ association against ‘ punch 
boards " in pool rooms and cigar stores, 
Attorney John H. Lyle, secretary of the 
league, has asked that Chief Gleason also 
direct his attention toward stopping petty 
gambling games in candy stores. 

Recently Mr. Lyle visited stores of this 
character’in the vicinitiés of nine schools. 
He found “punch boards” and lottery 
schemes in nearly all of them. 


Children Play Lottery. 

In most of the places he found the chil- 
dren paying money to draw a card witha 
number on it from a box with a hole cut 
in it large enough for their hands to slip 
inside. He notified the proprietors to stip 
the games, and in most instances they 
complied. 

** About twenty children were taking 
prt and watching the drawings at the 
noon hour in a school supply store near 
the Kershaw school at Sixty-fourth street 
and Union avenue,” said Mr. Lyle. 


Children ‘“‘Wild’”’’ Over Games. 

“The proprietor paid off the winners 
and destroyed the box with the drawings 
and other paraphernalia while I was 
there. Some others did the same, and all 
the other proprietors promised to take 
out punch boards and penny lotteries im- 
mediately. 

**In some instances they said the chil- 
dren were wild over the schemes. They 
all stated it was the biggest kind of at- 
traction for the children. There are at 
least fifteen of these various punch board 
gambling gumes and penny lottery 
schemes stil. running, and I am sure

The selection of overcoatings for next spring 
is @ matter that Is engaging the closest atten- 
tion on the part of clothiers.
